IN THE MATTER OF WINN & HAWKINS, CHARGED
WITH PALSN PRETENCES.

A% 01 1t Redeing of Ghn Sane. Eadire dhia Pall
8 o 8 oase before the Police
Court, in whioh Winn & Hawkins are chargad with
obtai monsy of Mr. Cyrus Scofield by false pre-
tencea, t.Ea evidence of Mr. James W, Bnrior. of No.
181 Monroe street, was taken, who testified in sub-
stance as follows :—
That on or about the first day of December last,
said Hawkins came to deponent, and stated that he
:n“'mbte to change 1hin bu.sin:ns (said Hawkins
ving n previeusly engaged in tho dry goods
business in Catharine muetf;. that he was hf in-
to business with a gentloman—in faot, they had been
together for three montha past, and that during that
timo be (Hawkins) had made over §4,000 clear
cash. He said he had invested with this person, in
his new businesa, $12,000 or $15,000, in addition to
the $4,000 he had already made ; Hawkins said he
would sell his dry goods store, and invest that ulso;
he said he had invested all his father-in-law's meney,
and that the business was lpurfiacl.l:r fair and legiti-
mate—a business that would pay from ten te Lwenty
per cent per month. Hawkins farther said, that in
all casos in advancing money in the new business,
he always had tho securities in his pocket for all ad-
vances made ; that as the money went out of one
pocket, he kad the securities in the other ; that he
never entrusted the mm:w{l in any other person’s
charge, without having in his own hands full and
mu.\ﬁﬁl security; he frequently had large amounts of
gold dust in his safe, and carried the key in his own

pocket. Hawking further said that éf c{,hn alvy
should be duotiuyed, aud his Dody found, deponent
would be safe for any money loaned him, ns securi-
ties would always be found upon his person; that
in lending him (Hawkins) money for three, four, or
five days, he would, upon an hour's notice, produce
the money, as he uoul;‘lgot it h]y returning the seca-
rity be held for it; deponent then asked Hawkins
if the business was an honorable one; he replied
that it was, but he could uot tell what it was, for if
he did,hundreds would rush into it; but that deponent
might rest assured, upon his word as an honest man,
that it was a fair and honorable businese—as much
as any dry goods business; he further ndded, that
he did not wish to borrow money from many, and
withed to borrow from deponent and deponent's
brother, and depenent’s firm; Hawkins then said
that he was himself worth $20,000 when he com-
menced, and the persons with whom he was con
nected in business was worth §40,000, which he had
seen, and which was, with his $20,000, invested in
this business; the said partner alluded to, afterwards
deponent learned, was Mr. Winn; on the 10th of
Januoary, Hawking came to deponent, and nssuring
him that all the representations previously mude were
true, and that deponent could not lose any money,
asked a loan of tﬁ.ﬂﬂﬂ; deponent believing such re-
resentations to be true, loancd the said Hawking &
linn §5,000, which amount has never been repaid ;
on the 6th of February, deponent called for his
money; but previous to his own store, he was in-
formed by his partner that Hawkins had beeen afler
money, and that he (deponent’s partner) had
promised to loan him $2,000, and proposed
to take Hawkins' check for the amount; deponent
then went to Hawking' office and asked him for
the 3,000 previously loaned; Hawkins replied that
he had re-invested it at an enormous interest, and
that his check wonld be good on the Monday fol-
lowing ; Hawkins wanted deponent to raise him all
the money he could, as he could use it to great ad-
vunla“go; deponent told him that he had a eheck
for $400, cortified, which he could have until the
Monduy following; Hawkins took the check and
ave his own oheek for that amount in lien of it; on
the Saturday following deponent called at Winn &
Hawkioe' office about 4 o'slock P. M., when Haw-
kins again said that deponent’s money would be
forthcoming on Monday; but that on Tuesday next
ho should want 20,000 wore frem deponent, and
that my ere must try and raise 10,000 for him,
adding that Mr. Moulton had prowised, a few days
before, to ruise $10,000 for him; on the following
Monday, early on the morning, deponeut received a
note from Hawkins, requesting deponent to come
immediately to his office; deponent went and there
found Winn & Hawkinsg sppnrentlg in much distress,
or affecting to be #o; Hawkins declaring and ex-
claiming that he was ruined, that his character was
blasted, that be was bankrupt, and had ruived his
family; on further inquiry, Hawking stated that a
mun uamed Plin White, of whom deponent had
never helore hoard, either from Hawking or any one
else, bad been a partner of the concern of Winn &
Huwkins, nnd that he. said White, had run away,
earrying with him all the funds of the coneern;
Hawkins said that both he and Wina were ruine
and unable to pay a dollur to their oroditors; depo-.
nent further says that he had much conversation with
Hawking, and became convinced, from the different
and contradictory statements made by Hawkins, his
demeanor and whole conduct and netion, then snd
ginee, that the pretenco that White had run away
with all the money of the concern was false, and
done with an intent to cover their attempt to de-
